This is my second year as President of the Northern California Numismatic 
Association and in many ways, this second term is more difficult than my first 
year. We had great difficulty with finding even one member, who was willing to 
run for each of the available offices. The end result was a ballot with but 
five candidates for five offices and a very predictable result! 


Most unfortunately, our elected candidate for Secretary, Robert Mish, had 
to resign as Secretary very shortly after being elected, due to an unforeseen 
development associated with his business which precluded regular attendance at 
Board meetings. We nevertheless applaud Robert’s willingness to serve our 
organization and very much appreciate his many years of service in the past. 


To date, we have been unable to fill the vacant Secretary position! I 
therefore call out to our membership for a volunteer. Our organization can 
only continue to thrive and serve our numismatic community, if we have 
dedicated members willing to work for the goals of our Association. 


Over the years, the N.C.N.A. has done a very commendable job in promotion 
and education relating to numismatics. Individual numismatists and local coin 
clubs have greatly benefitted from these efforts and programs. In recent years 
however, our organization has been severely limited in what it has been able to 
achieve by lack of interest amongst members and sometimes even a lack of quorum 
with officers attending Board meetings! We, ALL MEMBERS of the N.C.N.A., need 
to get involved and rededicate efforts to achieve the goals of our 
Association! When so few individuals control the direction that our 
Association takes and the programs that we implement, our numismatic community 
and future numismatists, are not well served. 


In the past year, our Association has had two very successful book 
programs which enabled member coin clubs to receive free copies of David 
Lange’s "A Complete Guide to Buffalo Nickels" and "A Complete Guide to Mercury 
Dimes". These programs benefitted both local coin clubs and their members 
along with the author of these books, who happens to be a N.C.N.A. member! The 
benefit to David Lange being very subtle as numismatic books of this type 
rarely generate profit! We have also made major organizational changes within 
the N.C.N.A. to streamline operations and improve management productivity. 
Significant progress has also been made with the establishment of the "Ron 
Miller Memorial Award". Additionally, the N.C.N.A. will produce a one ounce 
silver round with the portrait of Ron Miller later this year. We would like to 
do more to meet the goals of our Association and benefit our membership. WE 
NEED YOUR HELP TO DO THIS HOWEVER!

THE MINTMASTER'S QUILL: An Editor's Prerogative 


My Friends, 


What do we know about the average coin collector? Or, my preference, coin 
hobbyist? Or, the more exalted term, numismatist? Does our centuries-old hobby, 
as well as science, really have--or has ever had--some facts and figures as to 
its participants? 


A common observation is that the coin hobby is white, male, and aging, but 
that is an observation without fact nor figure. 


A common opinion is that investing and profit command most participants’ 
motivation, but that is also an opinion unsubstantiated. 


A common attitude is that the modern commemorative coinages have failed to 
generate new participants, but this is also an attitude subject to vertification. 


A common concern is that local coin clubs are not as popular as compared to 
decades ago, but this is also a debatable concern. 


A common claim is that the United States Mint's mailing lists identify the 
number of our participants, but this claim is also without foundation. 


One could go on, all could note that these provoking questions have been 
suggested before, and all are deserving of an answer. 


What I propose is that the great forces and facilitators in our hobby and 
science--the national organization, the American Numismatic Association (ANA), 
the larger regional organizations as Central States Numismatic Society (CSNS) or 
Florida United Numismatists (FUN), the national publications of Numismatic News 
and Coin World, and the, yes, United States Mint--join together and cooperate and 
coordinate an extensive and elaborate study as to who exactly are the current 
participants and their intentions, backgrounds, and like. 


In my other advocation, model railroading, the National Model Railroad 
Association (NMRA) has a quite detailed analysis of its hobbyists: age, employ- 
ment, education, and such. The advantage is that their hobby knows who and what 
and can direct and act accordingly. 


Among the membership statistics, mailing lists, and subscription lists, 
those denoted above, remembering privacy and security, could build, using modern 
demographic and statistical methods, a fairly accurate model of our hobby and its 
participants: who they are, what their interests are, how many years, their back- 
grounds, and so on. Then, as these facts and figures are scrutinize, how better 
to serve our participants and our hobby and science. 


This study, an extraordinary project, would not be just more research for 
the joy of one more study, but a point to begin: to answer the above questions, 
to ascertain the hobby and science's health, to confirm or to refute alleged 
conditions, and to have something solid to prepare for the 2lst Century.

SS THE 'RON MILLER MEMORIAL AWARD' CHARTER 
Adopted January 24, 1994 


Article I--Rationale 


Whereas the late Ronald Lee Miller (1944-1993) was among the most respected and 
esteemed persons in northern California numismatics, whereas his service and sup- 
port to the hobby were exemplary and significant by any judge and measure, and 
whereas it is fitting and proper for this Association, for itself and for the 

hobby in California, to honor and to memorialize a man of his character and career, 
therefore, the Northern California Numismatic Association (NCNA), by this Charter, 
hereby creates and endows the perpetual recognition named 'The Ron Miller Memorial 
Award' and subtitled, in short, 'The Miller Medal’. 


Article II--Award 


Lis Shall be a one ounce .999 fine silver medal whose obverse shall be a portrait 
of the late Ronald Lee Miller and the words in circumference ‘Ronald Lee Miller' 
and the years '1944-1993' and whose reverse shall have an adequate cartouche for 
engraving and the words ‘Northern California Numismatic Association’. These Medals 
shall have plain edges, not be serial numbered, and be antique in finish. 


aN Recipients of The Miller Medal shall be listed and published as a ‘Miller 
g Medal Recipient’. 


ar The cartouche shall be engraved with the recipient's proper name and full 
date of presentation. 


4. Each Recipient shall also be presented a suitable engraved plaque attesting 
to his or her Award. All plaques, and also all Medals, shall be standardized as to 
the engraving, layout, and design. 


Ze The number of Miller Medals bestowed in any given calendar year shall be fix- 
ed to a maximum of two (2), and the Association shall not be obligated nor bound to 
bestow two, one, or any nor to do so annually, each year, only if the nominations 
Warrant selection. 


Article III--Eligibilty and Criteria 


Lg Any active coin hobbyist residing within California at least five (5) full 
years prior with a verified record of service and support--significant and sub- 
stantial involvement and interest--in numismatics may be nominated. 


Ya Membership in the Association shall not be a necessary requirement nor re- 
striction; however, in the selection of recipients, those current Association mem- 
bers nominated may have preference over non-members or past members. 


a The Miller Medal shall be bestowed upon only individuals including husband 
and wife acting together, but not organizations nor groups. 


4. No posthumous nominations shall be submitted nor considered. 
® fy The criteria shall be: superior, sustained, and significant support and ser- 
vice to numismatics and its coin hobby and/or devotion and dedication, consistent 


and meritorious, to numismatic organizations.

Article IV--Procedure Y 


AS Each January the Association's President, via the Association's periodical, @ 
shall call for nominations, and such announcement shall also summarize the back- 
ground and criteria for this Award. 


zi All nominations shall be in writing, submitted from only the Association's 
Individual or Club Members, by a deadline date, but no later than June 30th. 


3 No anonymous nominations shall be accepted, and all nominations shall denote 
the nominee and must provide detailed evidence and reasons for the nomination. 


4. No one can nominate him or herself, and no current Association Executive 
Officer shall nominate anyone. 


he If a Executive Officer or Director has been nominated, he or she shall not 
vote in any selection, but may participate in the dicussion and debate. 


6. The Association's Board of Directors shall review the submitted written nom- 
inations and, after discussion and debate, shall by two-thirds affirmative vote 
select the 'Miller Medal Recipient(s)’. 


i The President shall inform the selected Miller Medal Recipient(s) and be re- 
sponsible for the presentation of this Award as mutually convenient, and the 
Association, via its periodical plus News Releases, shall report same to the 
numismatic hobby. 


os Anyone may be nominated any number of times, but no one shall ever be honor- 
ed more than once, although the Association may bestow other recognitions. 


Article V--Provisions 


L, This "Ron Miller Memorial Award' and its ‘Miller Medal' shall be perpetual. 


“ This Award and the first 'Miller Medal Recipients', if nominated and select- 
ed as required by this Charter, shall commence in 1995 and annually thereafter. 


20 No person for whatever reason shall ever be bestowed this Award and its Medal 
more than once. 


4. The Association's Board of Directors shall enjoy absolute and final authority 
and supervision of this Award. 


vs The Association shall exercise any and all powers to protect and to maintain 
the integrity, uniqueness, and quality of this Award and its Medal. 


6. The Medal shall never be offered for sale nor issued for any other reason or 
purpose by this Association other than this Award or as stipulated in this Charter. 


tp Medals engraved 'Specimen Medal' shall be retained for the Association's His- 
tory, and like other 'Specimen Medal(s)', for display or exhibit, may be authorized. 


Ds The Association for posterity shall maintain a permanent and complete record 
of this Award, its Medal, and the honored ‘Miller Medal Recipients' and shall re- 
quest the same of the California State Numismatic Association (CSNA). 


9. A quorum for motions and votes concerning this Award shall be as declared in 
the Association's By-Laws. 


10. This Charter, as adopted and amended, is declared and interpreted as Policy 
of the Association, and the Association's By-Laws shall govern. &
